Conqueſt of England and Ireland ;— 
' + ——That the project of Spain \ was founded on 
the pretext of ſeizing the crown, that it might 
compel the inhabitants to embrace a different ſyſ- 
tem of religion, from that which they profeſſed ;— 

— That the project of France does not even 
pretend to reſt on any principle, either moral or 
religious; but (in its anarchical jargon) proceeds 
on the neceſſity of ſubverting the Britiſh govera« 
ment, religion, and laws; and of wreſting from 
the inhabitants of theſe iſlands, their arts, com- 
merce, and property ; becauſe our national exiſt- 
ence is declared to be incompatible with the ſpirit 
and reſources of the French Republic, conſiſting 
in the liberty to enſlave and to apy the poliſhed 
world. 

Though then, the menaced evil, in the end 
of the ſixteenth, was leſs, in degree, than it is in 
the end of the eighteenth century, it is preciſely 
the ſame in kind ;—hence the meaſures adopted in 
the one period, having experience and ſucceſs to 
recommend them, may farniſh uſeful leſſons in the 
other.

The Proteſtant opinions, in Germany, and 
the introduction of the ſyſtem they created, by 
Henry VIII. as the eſtabliſhed religion in Eng- 
land, neceffany blended political with eccleſiaſtical 
parties, and brought princes and nations into the 
two claſſes of Proteſtant and Catholic powers. 
The Proteſtant opinions prevailed in the north of 
Germany, made a rapid progreſs in the Nether- 
lands and in France, and, in the ſequel, involved 
the two laſt countries in civil wars, The Catho- 
lic opinions remained unſhaken in Spain, Italy, 
the interior and greater part of Germany, and, 
ultimately, predominated in France. 

In Britain, the ſhort reign of Edward VI. 
afforded only a temporary ſuſpenfion of the. ani- 
moſities of the two parties; for the bigotry of 
his ſucceſſor, Mary, married to Philip, the ſon 
of Charles V. introduced in England, the perſe- 
cutions which had been diſhonouring the conti -

nent; and thus linked together, by common ſuf=/ 
ferings, the Engliſh, Flemiſh, and French Pro- 
teſtants, of whom Elizabeth, at der acceſſion, | 


in 1558, avowed herſelf the head. 
By this policy, the Queen was enabled to 
influence the politics of France, of Scotland, and 
of the Netherlands, and to maintain the indepen- 
dence of her ſubjects, i whoſe zeal ſeconded Her 
provident and deciſive adminiſtration. 
The firſt ſource of inquietude to Elizabeth 
aroſe from the connection, by marriage, which 
the hapleſs Queen of Scots had formed with the 
Dauphin of France; becauſe this event opened 
the northern frontier of the Kingdom to 
attacks, by the united forces of her neareſt neigh- 
bours. 
The — in Scotland, boeh which 
immediately followed the acceſſion of Elizabeth, 
gave her an opportunity to work on the turbulent 
ſpirits of the Scottiſh converts, by foſtering acts 
of rebellion againſt their legal ſovereign, and thus 
rendering their country dependent on England. 
In this fituation, Elizabeth acceded to 'the _ 
treaty of Cateau Cambreſis, that ſhe might, by a 
peace with the continental powers, and the Scotz, 
be enabled to recover her kingdoms from the 
anarchy, and her finances from the embarraſſ- 
Fe | | meats, 
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ments, which had been accumulating, during the 


three-preceding reigns. 


On the death of Henry II. of France, Fran 


eis Il. the huſband of Mary, aſcended the throne j— 
Both were guided by the Cardinal Loraine and 
the Duke of Guiſe, zealots of the Catholic Party. 


Theſe princes revived the penal laws againſt the 


Hugonots, and recommended intolerant proceed- 
ings to their ſiſter, the Queen Regent of Scotland, 


at the very time, that they adviſed Francis, and 


Mary their niece, to aſſume the titles of King and 
Queen of England, on the ground of the illegi- 
timacy of Elizabeth's birth: a Rep which invol- 
ved the Britiſh Queens in political rivalſhip and 
female jealouſies, in which the ſplendid talents, 
and more powerful dominions of Elizabeth, ren- 
dered her as much the ſuperior of Mary, as that 
unfortunate princeſs was of Elizabeth, in u 
and the attractions of her ſex. 
| The unexpected event of the death of Francis 
II. overſet the projects of the Houſe of Guiſe, and 
compelled the Queen of Scots to return among 
her divided and ferocious ſubjects ; who, though 
at firſt Rruck with the unrivalled beauty of their 


elegant accompliſhments and manners which diſ- 


tinguiſhed her. Elizabeth, profiting from their

young ſovereign, were unuſed and inſenſible to the

Spain, ade theſe convulſions, from the ex- | 
tent of its dominions, fituated on each boundary 
of France, mens the moſt formidable neighs 
bour of that convulſed kingdom, but from irs 
poſſeſſion of the Low Countries; the: moſt urn!

The bigotry and .impolicy of Philip II, 1010 
| had become Kingof Spain and Portugal, introduced 
intolerance and perſecution in the Low Countries 
and involved him in a war with his! own ſubjects.

of their. firſt Stadtholder, the great Prince of 
Orange, to whoſe, diſtinguiſhed . ſucceſſors, not 
only the Dutch, but the other European nations, 
have been indebted, for that independence, and 
that balance of power, which it has been the avowed 
object of monarchical and of republican France to 
ſubvert, that it might bring ſurrounding nations 
under its univerſal ſovereignty, 

With her uſual policy, Elizabeth n

In this ſituation of Europe, Philip became | 
the only enemy, whoſe power could be formidable 
to England.

with the Catholic party in France was great j his 
reſources in Europe and in the Indies immenſe 5 
and his army decidedly the beſt diſciplined in 
Europe. The flower of this army had been ſent 
into Flanders, under the orders of the Duke of 
Parma, the moſt able officer of the age, to act as 
auxiliaries with the Armada from. Spain, in the 
vaſt project of ſubjugating England and Ireland, 

Such was the enemy with whom England had 
to contend, from 1584 to 1588, and ſuch its re- 
lative ſituation with the neighbouring fovereigns 
of Scotland, France, Flanders, and Spain. Eliza» 
beth thus, for the firſt time, during her long reign, 
found herſelf without allies, and obliged to reſt 
the fate of her crown on the chance of war. 

As the preſent criſis places Britain in analo- 
gous circumſtances, we may derive uſeful infor- 
mation, by contraſting the former relative ſituation 
of Britain and Spain, with the preſent relative ſitu- 
ation of Britain and France, in reſpe& of territory, 
reſources, form of government, ſirength, naval and 
military, and prejudices ſtimulating our enemy to 


invaſion : for Spain then had its invincible Ar- 


mada, as France now has its victorious hordes, 
prepared for the ſubjugation of the Britiſh iſlez, 
and the extinction of their political exiſtence 
among nations.

la the reign of Elizabeth, the territory of 
Spain, in Europe, comprehended not only that 
kingdom and Portugal (the two crowns being uni- 
ted) and the dominions of both, in the two Indies; 
but the Netherlands, as a dependency, a great 
part of Germany, in recent tenure, and ſome of 
the provinces and principal ſea-ports of . 
on the coaſts oppoſite to England. | 


Republican France now holds, in dominion, 
or as dependencies, nearly the fame extent of ter- 


ritory in Europe; for to its ancient kingdom it has 


added the Netherlands, Auſtrian and Dutch; dif- 
membered the German Empire on the hither 


Rhine; difarmed the moſt powerful princes in the 2 


Empire; frightened Spain into the ſhadow of a 
monarchy; reduced Italy to become its ſlave; anni- 
hilated the political exiſtence, and en * 
old ally, the Swifs. 

-In Europe, therefore, the territory of Frag, 
if we include its dependencies, is more extenſive 
than that of Spain was; while the territory of 
Britain, in Europe, remains the ſame, though 
extended in the two Indies, over countries which 
Spain, by its own acquiſition, or by its union 
with Portugal, then ruled. 

In the reign of Elizabeth, Spain had for re- 
ſources, not only the revenues of its mighty Euro-

| pean empire, but all che riches bien were broug 18 
from the two Indies. | 

France, at this time, has 3 from 

the pillage of its own ſubjects; from that of the 
Netherlands and a part of Germany; from that ot 
Italy and Switzerland ; and if, for a moment, the 
| humbled Continental Powers pay for a temporary 
reſpite of their lives and property, it is only pre- 
paratory to new demands, till they can no longer 
pay, and then to bow their unreſiſting 1 under 
the yoke of a mercileſs invader. 
© The reſources of Britain, however, in che 
ume of Elizabeth, and at the preſent crifis, not- 
withſtanding our burdens and debts, admit of no 
compariſon, At that time, agriculture, arts, ma- 
nufactures, and commerce were in their infancy, 
At this time, they are in their vigour; fox the 
very victories of our enemy have left him neither 
induſtry nor eredit in his country, nor in the de- 
voted theatres of his wars and depredations. 

In the reign of Elizabeth, the government of 
Spain, though deſpotic, was eſtabliſhed and its 
characters known ; and was not (its territories of 
the Netherlands excepted) diſturbed by faction 
or rebellion. | 9 

In the preſent time, the — of 
France is more deſpatic than the ancient Spaniſh 
monarchy, but without pretenſions either to reli-

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gion, morality, or national honor; and, therefore, 
neceſſarily expoſed to a ſeries of revolutions, * 
new as calamitous to its people. NES

the reign of Elizabeth, was divided into two ſo- 
vereignties, actuated by oppoſite national preju- 
dices, and linked together only, during the dan- 
ger of a common invaſion and conqueſt, by a 


ſenſe of ſafety, or by the 8 8 of a ſubſe- 


quent union. 


In the reign of Elizabeth, the navy of Spain 
was the moſt formidable and commanding in Eu- 
rope, while that of England was but inferior, and 
forming. If France, now, has in tow the navy of 
Spain, of Holland, and of Venice, experiment has 
happily proved, that united, the whole have proved 
inferior to the energy and number of the navy of 
England, which, at no period, has been ſo unrt- 

valled and great. 


In the reign of Elizabeth, the armies of 
Spain were as comparatively numerous, as thoſe of 
France now are; with this difference, that they 
then ſerved an eſtabliſhed monarch, while thoſe of 
France now obey the orders of a ſhifting ee | 
cipled Oligarchy. + 

The 4 of Elizabeth confiſted coly of a

ſupport the crown ; and yet theſe, almoſt irregu- 
lars, had not only to guard the coaſts againſt

The army of Britain, at this time, beſides a 
large body of regulars, conſiſts of numerous and 
diſciplined militia and fencibles, and of a great 
part of its reſpectable yeomanry and inhabitants, 
in array, voluntarily embodied, and zealous to 
defend their lives, their families, their property, 
and their envied conſtitution. 


In the reign of Elizabeth, ſtrong, though 


caſuiſtical prejudices exiſted, to favor the con- 
queſt by Spain; for the Catholic religion then 


greateſt part of the continent of Europe; and had 
but recently been changed, for the Proteſtant 


prevailed, not only in that kingdom, but over the 


ereed, in England, where one half of the inhabi- 


tants ſecretly ſought its re-eſtabliſhment. E. 
In France, prejudices, in favour of licentiouſ- 
neſs, inſubordination, and univerſal plunder, un- 

der the ſtolen and degraded names of Ricurs and

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dier, by ſeparating them from the S * 
humanity of the gentleman. 

The Armada avowedly came, not ouly to 
ata the Britiſh Iſles, but to puniſh religious 
innovations. The French invaders come, not 
only to annihilate the government, the laws, and 
religion and morals in Britain, but with the avowed 
intention, to co-operate with the pretended reformers 
of Britain and Ireland, ready to participate with 
the enemy, in the plunder, nnn and 
deſtruction of their country. 

This compariſon of a ſormer with the abet 
eriſis, both in reſpect of the ſtate of Europe, and 
of the enemy of Britain, in his territory, his re- 
ſources, his form of government, his ſtrength, 
naval and military, and his prejudices, prepate us 
to examine the arrangements, which were adopted 
for the defence of theſe kingdoms, at the only 
period in hiſtory, which bears any reſemblance to 
the preſent criſis of Europe. |

Elizabeth, in 1584, foreſaw the ſtorm, which 
was gathering againſt her crown and kingdom; 
and though ſhe endeavoured to keep terms with 
Philip, was fatisfied, that his declaration of war 
had been delayed only, till he ſhould be in readi- 
neſs for the invaſion of her dominions. 650, 

The ſubſtance of the complaints of Philip, 
againſt the Queen, will oecur, as a preliminaty to 
the ſubſequent account of the Armada, In' this 
part of the Report, it need only be mentioned, in 
explanation, that the Spaniſh Monarch com- 
plained, the Queen had aſſiſted his rebellious ſab- | - 
jects in the Netherlands; that her poſſeſſion of the 
crown of England was s uſurped; ; that his own ti- 
tle,

tle, from being the deſcendant of the Houſe of 
Lancaſter, was preferable ; that, at all events, the 
title of the Queen of Scots was inconteſtible ; but 
that, independently of theſe. claims, his ſenſe of | 
religious duty dictated to him, to wreſt the crown 
from an heretic, and to reſtore England to the 
boſom of the Catholic Church. 

While theſe pretenſions were publicly urged, 
Philip ſecretly propoſed to Elizabeth, to become 
mediatrix, for ſertling his differences with his re- 

volted ſubjects in the Netherlands, that, by an ar- 
tifice he might conceal the preparations he was 
making in Portugal, Naples, Sicily, Spain, and 
the Low Countries, for the invaſion of England | 
and Ireland. 

Elizabeth afefed. to receive this office of 
melt. with much complacency ; z becauſe it 
gave her time to put her country in a kate 
defence. | 

The greateſt danger, however,. which the 
' Queen had to guard againſt, aroſe from Scotland, 
which might afford an eaſy inlet to foreign inva- 
ders, on account of its ſituation being, open ta 
embarkations from Flanders. That ſhe might

© The French ambaſſador, in Scotland, recom- 
mended to James, to reſiſt the infidious friendſhip 
of Elizabeth, and to adhete to the ancient alli- 
ance between Scotland and France. James, how- 
ever, preferred the "Engliſh alliance; and by 
the treaty of Berwick, 1586, it was ſtipulated' 
that if England ſhould be invaded, Scotland 
ſhould furniſh two thouſand horſe and five 
thouſand foot, at the Queen's. charge; from 
the day of their entering into England; arid, in 
caſe of the invaſion of Scotland, the Queen 
ſhould furniſh three thouſand horſe and fix thou- 
ſand foot; and in caſe of the invaſion of Treland, | 
the King ſhould alſo prohibit the inhabitants" of 
the county of Argyle, from . in an hof- 
tile manner, into that kingdom.“ , 
Before the ink was dry, which yet vreflrvey 


the fignatures of the two Britiſh ſovereigns, the

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execution of the Queen of Scots had nearly ef- 
faced them, Philip, therefore, profiting from 
this incident, looked forward to the reſentment 
and co-operation of James; and truſted, that he 
would find, in the young King, the voice of 
nature, calling for revenge on the cruel enemy, 
of his mother. 

In this expectation, however, Philip was 
diſappointed ; for whether from the irreſolute 
temper of James, or from the proſpect of his ac- 

ceſſion to the crown of England ſuperſeding his 
filial affections, probably from this laſt motive, he 
acquieſced in the hypocritical apology of Elizabeth, 
and adhered to the treaty of mutual defence of 
the two kingdoms.“ 

Elizabeth, beſides 80 Britain, by this 
alliance, determined, if poſſible, to attack the 
enemy in, his own ports. For this purpoſe, in 
1587, the ſent a fleet, under Sir Francis Drake, 
who burned above one hundred veſſels, in the 
harbour of Cadiz, made prizes of two rich gal- 
lions, haraſſed the coaſts, in the neighbourhood 

of Cape St. Vincent, ſailed to the Tagus, and 
| plundered and burned many ſhips in that river; then 
cruized in the latitude of the Azores, and cap-

tured a rich carrack, and returned, in triumph; 
to England, 

Theſe ſervices, united with the alarm ao 
by Cavendiſh, in the South Seas, appear to have 
ſhaken the reſolutions of Philip, reſpecting the 
enterpriſe againſt England, during that year ; and 
gave time to Elizabeth, to make the neceſſary 
preparations to repel the invaſion of her enemy.“ 


2. Ixsruucrioxs, ron INTERNAL DEFENCE, 
To Lorp LigUTENANTS or CounT18s. 


The Queen's meaſures, for external ſecurity, 
were connected with thoſe adopted for the internal 
defence of the kingdom, 

The firſt claſs of this deſcription, may be 
collected from the orders, iſſued to her Lord Lieu- 
tenants, both for arming the inhabitants, and put- 
ting expoſed points in a ſtate of defence, to repel 
the firſt attacks of the enemy, or to check his 
progreſs, ſhould he effect 8 landing, and nn 
inland.

„ KHhBy the ancient feudal * (ſays Black- 
Kone) the kingdom was divided into knight's fees, 
in number about ſixty thouſand; and for every 
fee, a knight, or ſoldier, was bound to attend 
the king, in his wars, for forty days, in a year, 
By this means, the king had, without any ex- 
penſe, an army of fixty thouſand men, always

powder magazines ; to appoint days, for the horſes

This general inſtruction was followed up, in 3 
1587, by an order, for completing the muſters of 

the forces, in the different counties; and for 
having them fully accoutred, and in readineſs, to 
march, on the firſt notice; requiring, at the ſame 
time, that returns ſhould be made, of the amount 
of the muſters, both of men and arms, to her

Theſe directions ſet out, with deſcribing the 
points on the eaſt coaſt, where the attack might 
be expected, viz. Waburne Hoope, Cleyhaven, 
Waaham, Winterton, and Yarmouth, at each of 
which, for the protection of the ſhipping, as well 
as of the coaſts, where the depth of water would 
admit the enemy's veſſels, ramparts were ordered 
to be erected, defended by trenches, reaching from 
one ſalt-marſh to another, The cauſeways were 
to be broken up, parapets to be built, the old 
Hythe to be entrenched, and defences raiſed, at 
the diſtance of a mile from Lynn, where the 
channel is narroweſt, and defended by a propor- 
tion of cannon.

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On the firſt of theſe. ſubjects, or the muſter- 
ing of the troops, and providing ammunition and 
ſtores, it appears, that the Queen, as early as 1585, 
had directed the Lord Lieutenants, and their De- 
puties, in the ſeveral maritime counties, to bring 
the armed men, which they afforded, into ſtations, 
at which they could either effectually repel the 
enemy 's attack on the coaſt, or be drawn together 
in ſmall armies. - 

For theſe purpoſes, the Lord 8 
were required, to make up muſters, and ſend cer- 
tificates to the Queen's Secretaries of State, ſpe- 
cifying the number of men, in each diſtrict, the 
kind of arms of which they were poſſeſſed, and 
the ſervices for which they were qualified. The 
certificate for Stafford, was ſeventy- nine horſe and 
four hundred foot; — for Derby, ninety- five horſe 
and four hundred foot.“ 

The number certified, however, not being 
ſuch as correſponded with the Queen's opinion of 
the requiſite defence, on the 11th of Auguſt of 
that year, ſhe judged it expedient, to order re- 
'turns, not only of the trained and untrained men, 
actually muſtered and fit for ſervlce, but of all the

4. NAvAL EqyiensnTs- 


As the naval equipments were immediately 
connected with the military arrangements, we 
have to obſerve; firſt, the meaſures of the Queen, 
to aſcertain the nayal ſtrength of her kingdoms ; 
and, next, the Gilden made of her fleets, to 
reſiſt the enemy's Armada, expected from Spain, 
or his 9 N on the coaſt of Flan- 
ders. 

The . taken by the Queen, to aſcer- 
tain the naval ſtrength of her kingdom, were 
begun, as early as 1582, when the Earl of Lin- 
coin, then Lord High Admiral, had a return 
made, of all the ſhips in the realm, diſtinguiſh- 
ing the counties, places, numbers of veſſels be- 
longing to each place, and the tonnage, above 
and under 100, accompanied with an abſtract of 
the maſters, mariners, &c. navigating them.

The Queen's navy, intended to reſiſt the 
enemy's Armada, expected from Spain, or his 
equipments, from the coaſt of Flanders, was di- 
vided into the following ſquadrons, viz.

Seas, with the armament of the Duke of Parma,

The Lord High Admiral farther divided his 
fleet into three parts, taking his own ſtation in the 
centre, and having under him the largeſt veſſels. 

On the ſide of Uſhant he placed Sr. Francis

By theſe diſpoſitions, the whole of the Weſt 
coaſt of England was covered, and a communica- 
tion kept up, by means of cruizers, with the Lord 
Henry Seymour's fleet, cruizing on the coaſt of 
Flanders, both to block up its ports, and to watch 
the poſſible approach of the Spaniards by the 
Narrow Seas, Nor was the coaſt'of France' neg- 
lected, for notwithſtanding the aſſurances, which

being muſtered, from leaving the ſhire, except 
by licenſe of the Lord Lieutenant, or his Deputy. 
The inſtructions to the Soldier were, as fol- 

lows: On receiving intimation from his captain, 
or from a conſtable, to repair to the place of arms, 
and having received arms, to attend the place of 
muſter ;—after being enrolled, to return to his 
home, without doing injury to his neighbours, un- 
der pain of being puniſhed by the Lord Lieute- 
nant, or by his Deputies ; to carry his own arms,

The inſtructions to the Mufter-maſters were,

Having brought under your . notice, from 
official documents only, my Report on the queſ- 
tion—** What Arrangements were made, for the 
& internal Defence of theſe Kingdoms, when 
cc Spain, by its Armada, projected the Invaſion 
&« and Conqueſt of England?“ Permit me to 
ſtate, in connection with the preceding claſſes of 
evidence, ſuch acts of the Legiſlature as have, 
in ſucceſſive reigns, ariſen, out of the events in 
this period of hiſtory ; becauſe, with this aid, the 
wiſe meaſures of Queen Elizabeth may furniſh 
reſults, applicable to the preſent criſis of public 
ſafety. 

In a preceding part of this Report, I have 
referred 
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referred to ſuch acts of the Ligiſlature, as were in 
force, in the reign of Queen Elizabeth, when, 
according to Blackſtone, <* Lieutenants were con- 
fidered as extraordinary magiſtrates, conſtituted 
only in times of difficulty and danger. But the 
introduction of theſe commiſſions of Lieutenaney, 
which continued in ſubſtance the ſame powers as 
the old commiſſions of array, cauſed the latter to 
fall into diſuſe,” * | N 

| % In this ſtate, things remained till the re- 
peal of the ſtatutes of armour, in the reign of 
King James I.“ T“ and the power of iſſuing 
commiſſions of lieutenancy continued in the 
Crown, till called in 2 by the long par-

« Soon after the reſtoration of King Charles 
II. it was thought proper to aſcertain the power 
of the militia, to recogaiſe the ſole right of the

Lieutenant, the Deputy Lieutenants, and other 
Principal landholders, under a commiſſion from the 
Crown.” © This (he adds) is the conſtitutional 
ſecurity, which our laws have provided for the

By the 33 Geo. III, cap. 8, proviſion hay 
been made, for the families of militia-men ;—By 
the 34 of Geo. III, cap. 16, Lord Lieutenants are 
empowered to accept offers to raiſe volunteer com- 
panies, and alſo additional volunteers to regiments; 
and by cap. 31, corps of volunteers are authoriſed to 
be raiſed, for the defence of counties, towns, or 
coaſts; or for the general defence of the kingdom, 
during the preſent war; —and, by cap. 47, farther 
relief is provided, for the families of militia-men.

ble to the pretenſions of the invader, becauſe he 
had avowed his intentions to be, the recovery of 
England from its heretical deluſions, refolved, 
« that the oath of ſupremacy ſhould be adminiſ- 
tered to all the captains and ſoldiers, both of the 
trains and troops, that hath not, in all parts been 
performed, and to ſee that now exactly done" *. 
and extended this order to all the forces in her

One of 
the greateſte Spaniſhe ſhips towed her, at her 
ſterne, by a cable, which in the nighte time, the 
winde blowinge ſomwhat ſtiff, brake, and ſoe ſhe. 
eſcaped in the ſtorme. This did aſſure us greatlie, 
that the Spaniſhe fleete was broken, in the ſtormes, 
which had been afore; and by all likelyhood, we 
conjectured, if the the wind had continewed nor- 
therlie, that they wold have returned back againe, 
for the Groyne ; but that the winde hathe ſerved 
theſe 6 or ſeven daies - - - - muſte 
looke for them, everie houre, if they meane to 
come hither, n . 
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S' — I ſent a fine Spaniſhe carvell, an 8 daies 
agone, to the Groyne, to learne intelligences, ſuch 
a one, as wold not have bin miſtruſted ; but when 
ſhe was fiftie leagues on her waie, this ſoutherly 
wind forced her backe againe unto us; therefore, 
pray you, if you heare or underſtande of any 
newes, or advertiſments by lande, that I maye 
heare of them, from you, with expedition. 


I have divided myſelf into three parts, and 
yet we lye within fighte one of another, ſoe as, if 
any of us doe diſcover the Spaniſhe fleete, we 
give notiſe thereof preſentlie, the on to the other, 
and thereuppon, repaire and aſſemble togeather. 
I myſelf doe lye on the middeſt of the Channell, 
with the greateſt force: “. Francis Drake hath 
20 ſhips, and four or five pineſes, which lye to- 
wards Uſhente; and Mr. Hawkins, whith as manie 
more, lyethe towards Sylie. Thus are we faine to 
doe, elſe, with this winde, they mighte paſle by, 
and we near the wiſer, Whatſoever hathe bin 
made of the Sleeve, it is an other manner of thinge, 
then it was taken for; we finde it, by experience, 
and dailie obſervation, to be an hundrethe myles 
over; a large rowme for men to looke unto. And 
whereas, it is thoughte that we ſhold have regard 
unto - - - - - « - - » e forces of the Spaniſhe 
fleete, yf they ſhold bend for Scotlande, they wold, 
in theire waie thither, keepe ſoe far awaie, weſt- 
ward of Cape Clere, as they wold be farther from 
us, at any time, then it is, betwixte England and 
Spaine; ſoe that the beſte advertiſment that we 
muſt hope for, muſte be from you, by the know+ 
ledge, that you ſhall have over land, oute iy 

ande, 
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lande, if they be difcovered there. And. then our 
beſte and neereſte courſe will be unto them, through 
the Narrowe Seas, where I have noe doubte, but 
we ſhall defeate them of their fleete, whatſoeaver 
they doe with » - - « but for my own part, 
I can not perſwaid - - - that ther intent 
is, © ©: — — © o' where there are ſoe manie 
doubts, we muſt proceede by the liklieſte waies, 
and leave unto God to directe for the beſt. And 
ſoe I bid you moſt hartelie farewell. From of 
abord Her Majeſtys good ſhipe the Arke, the 6th

Within three houres, after I had written my 
letter, which herewith I ſend you, I receaved 
your letter of the gth of this preſent, by a pur- 
ſuyvante, which letter I doe not a litle mervaile 
at; for therby you ſignifie, that Her Ma'tie per · 
ceavinge, by a letter I ſent you, heretofore, that 
I was mynded to goo on the coaſte of Spaine, to 
the Iles of Bayone, her pleaſure is, that I hold 
not goe ſo far, but only, of and on, betixte the 
coaſte of Spaine and Englande, leſte the Spaniſhe 
fleete ſhold com into the heighte of 50, and then 
ſhold bend theire courſe directlie to this realme. 
Sr. For the meaninge we had, to goe on the coaſte 
of Spaine, it was deepely debated by thoſe, which 
the world dothe judge to be men of the greateſt 
experience, that this realme hath, which are theiſe, 
Sr. Fra. Drake, Mr. Hawkyns, Mr. Frobiſher, 
and Mr, Thos. Fenner; and I hope Her Majeſtie 


will not thinke, that we wente foe raſhlie to ms 
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or without a principall and choiſe, care, and re- 
ſpecte of the ſaftie of this realme, we wold goe on 
the coaſte of Spaine, and, therfare, our'grounde 
was, firſte, to look to that principall. And yf 
we founde they did but linger on theire owne 
coaſte, or that they were put into the Iſles of 
Bayone, or the Groyne, then we thought, in all 
menne's judgements, that be of experience here, 
it had ben moſte fit, to have ſoughte ſome good 
waie, and the ſureſte we colde deviſe. (by the good 
protectione of God) to have defeated them. For 
this we conſidered, that the Spaniſhe forces, beinge, 
for ſo longe time victualled, as they are, mighte, 
in very good policie, detract time, to drive us 
to conſume oure victualles, which, for any thinge 
we can ſee, is not to be ſupplied againe, 40 ſerve 
the turne, by all the meanes that Her Majeſtie, 
and all you can doe. And if Her Mat'y doe 
thinke, that ſhe is hable to detracte time, with the 
Kinge of Spaine, ſhe is greatlie deceaved, whiche 
may breede her greate perill. For this abuſinge 
of the treaty of peace dothe playnelie ſhewe, howe 
the Kinge of Spaine will have all thinges perfecte, 
as his plot is layed, before he will proceede to 
execute, I am perſuaded, he will ſee the Duke of 
Gwiſe bringe the French K. to his purpoſe, before 
he will affaile. Vf his intention be foe, I praie 
you, when our victualles be conſumed, in gaſinge 
for them, what ſhalbe com of us. Whether this 
may not breade moſte greate danger and diſhonour, 

I leave it to Her Ma. wiſdome ; but if yt ſhold 
fall out ſoe, I wold I had neaver bin borne z and 
ſoe I am ſure, many heare wold wiſhe, noe leſſe, 


on theire owne behalfe. And if we were tomorowe,

nexte, on the coaſte of Spaine, I wold not land, 
in any place, to ffend anye, but they ſhold well 
perceave, that we came not to ſpoyle, but to 
ſee ke oute the greate force, to feighte with them; 
and foe ſhold they have knowne by meſſage, 
which ſhold have bin the ſureſt waie, and moſt 
honorable to Her Majeſtie ; but nowe, as by your 
directione, to lye, of and on, betwixte Englande 
and Spaine, the South Weſt winde that ſhall 
bringe them to Scotland or Ireland, ſhall put us to 
the leewards. The ſeas are broade; but if we had 
bin on there coaſte, they durſt not have put of, to 
have left us on theire backs; and when they ſhall 
come, with the Southweſterly wind, which muſt 
ſerve them, if they goe for Irlande or Scotlande, 
thoughe we be as higbe, as Cape Cleare, yet ſhall 
we not be hable to goe to them, as longe as the 
wind ſhalbe weſterlie. And if we lye ſo highe, 
then may the Spaniſhe fleete beare, with the coaſte 
of France, to come for the Iſle of Weighte, 
which for my parte, I thinke, if they come to 
Englande, they will attempt, then are we cleane 
oute of the waye of any ſervice againſte them. 
But I muſt, and will obaye; and I am glad, there 
be ſuch there, as are liable to judge, what is 
fitter for us to doe, then we here; but, by my 
inſtructions, which I had, 1 did thinke it other- 
wiſe; but I will put them up in a bag: and I ſhall 
molt humblie praye Her Majeſtie to thinke, that 
that which we ment to doe, was not raſhlie deter- 
myned, and that which ſhalbe done, ſhall be moſt 
carefully uſed by us; and we will followe and 
obey her Majeſties commandements. But if we 
had bin nowe, berwixte Spaine and Englande,

a land wind, and places of ſuccor. We ment not 
to have ſpoyled any towne or village, onely we 
muſte, of neceſſitie, water; and when we lie betwixt 
bothe coaſtes, we muſte come to this coaſte to 
water, for ſoe we are enjoyned; and if the winde 
doe not ſerve us, to com on our owne coaſte, then, 
in what caſe ſhall we be, nowe that we mute not 


goe on the coaſte of Spaine. x 


We laie 7 daies in the N which was as 
Jonge as we cold contynew there, without danger, 
as the winde was; and if ſom had bin with us, 
they ſhould have ſeene, what a place of danger 
it is, to lye, of and on, in. Sr. You knowe it hath 
bin the opinion, bothe of Her Majeſtie and others, 
that it was the ſureſte courſe, to lye on the coaſte 
of Spaine, I confeſſe my erroure, at that time, 
which was otherwiſe; but I did, and will yeald, 
ever unto them of greater experience: yet you 
knowe, it was thoughte by Her Majeſtie, that we 
might go into Liſbone, to defeate them, which 
was the ſtrongeſt place. Therfore, I thought, 
that if we had hard, that they had bin at the lles 
of Bayone, or in the Groyne, which was 10 times 
more eaſie to defeate them in, I thinke it wold 
have bin good ſervice. But Sir, I will perſwade 
noe more, but doe as I am directed. And God 
ſende the winde doe not force us thither, otherwiſe, 
uppon my dewtie, we will goc thicher, nowe we 
knowe Her Mitees pleaſure, And i for, I bid you

I have receved your letter of the 3d of this 
preſent, this day, beinge the 13th of the ſame, 
within 2 houers after I had diſpatched Sir E. 
Hoby. The meſſenger had byne at the ſee, to 
ſyk me, ever ſynce Fryday, I am very ſorry 
to perceive, by your letter, that heer Majeſty 
- » - - - that we have not got « « » « = - to 
underſtand ſume certante of the Spaniſhe fleet. 
Sir, we are heer to ſmall pourpeſs, for this gract 
ſarvis, if that hathe not byne thought of, bothe 
befor my comynge, by 8“. Fr. Drake, and ſynce 
my comynge, ther hathe been noe day, but ther 
hath byne pyneſes, Spaniſhe carvells, flyboates, 
and of all/ſortſe, ſent owte to diſcover them. 


The wynd hath bene ſo ſoutherly, and ſuche 
foull wether, as that they could not- 
the coſt of Spayne, ſoe near, as to take anie of

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ther fiſherboates; and to ſend ſum of oure fiſher- 
boates to diſcover ther, they wold dow as mutch 


ur as to ſend an oyſter bote of Bylyngeſgate;

when the pyneſes weer abrod, they wold - « - - 
have ſent home agayne , and yf the wether had 
ben ſuche, as that ſume fyſhermen myght have 
gone, yet as ſoon as ever they had beene ſeene, 
they wold have byne taken up, with ther boates, 
whych be the « - - - - - of the worlde.

7. And, becauſe, it behoveth much, for the 
preſervation of good ſucceſs of this armye, . that 
there be good agreement and friendſhipp, between 
the ſoldiers and the mariners,. and that they be- 
have themſelves ſo lovingly together, that there 
ariſe, nor happen no differences, tumults, or:other 
occaſions of quarrels, betwene them, I cd mande, 

-that an ordinance be made, that they were no dag- 
ger, nor that they overtwarthe one another, for 
any occaſion, but that they all obaye theire ſupe- 
riors and officers. And if that any diſorder hap-

13. And, becauſe, it importeth greatly, that 
all the armye goe together, it is expedient that the 
—— and corporals doe procure and carry their 
quadrons, verie carefullie, ſoe cloſe and in order, 
as is poſſible; and the ſhip and pynaces of Don 
Antonio Furtado de Mendoga kepe cloſe with 
my ſhip, except fix, whereof twoe muſt followe 
the Admirall Don Pedro de Valdez, and twoe, 
the Admiral 'Martin de Bertendona, and the 
other twoe, the Admirall John Gomez de Me- 
dina, the whiche muſt be ſtraightwayes appointed,

16. And, in departinge from Cape Finiſterre, 
they ſhall ſaile directlye with Scilly, and indever to 
diſcover the ſame, on the South fide, keepinge 
goode accompt of the ſoundinge, And, if it hap- 

n, in the waye, that any ſhip or ſhips of my 
fleete ſhall looſe company, they ſhall, in no wiſe, 
retorne againe for Spaine, * paine of deathe, 
and loſſe of goodes, and to be imputed traytors ; 
but keep the courſe of Scilly, and doe their beſt, 
to diſcover the iland on the ſowthe ſide. 


17. And, if it ſeemeth unto you, the armye 
be yet behinde, you ſhall keep yourſelf upp and 
downe, by a winde, and not depart out of the 
courſe, untill the fleete come, or that you perceve, 
that the ſame is paſſed bye; and in ſuche caſe, 
you ſhall goe and ſeeke them at St. Michaels.

(whiche God of his mercye defende) thoſe that 
are next, ſhall get out of the waye, ſendinge firſt 
their ſkiffs and boates to ſuccour and aid the fired; 


and the like ſhall all che other I doe. 


27. They ſhall have a f. en care, that the 
fire be putt out, before the ſunne ſett. | 


28. In taking their allowance of victualls, 
they ſhall parmitt the ſoldiers to deliver the ſame 
to thoſe, that have the charge of the victell, with- 
out letting the ſoldiers goe downe, to take it 'them- 
ſelves, or choſing the ſame by force, as ſometimes 
they have done ; and, for this purpoſe, the ſargants 
or corporals of the companies, where they ſhall be 
Preſent, to avoid all diforder, and ſee that the al. 
lowances be diſtributed, in good time, to the end 
all men may have lupped before nighte. 


2909. That no ſhip, nor other veſſell, of this

31. And, becauſe, order ſhall be given upon 
the waye, and the forme, howe every one hathe to 
imploye himſelfe, when he cometh to fight, I or- 
daine and comande, that they have a particular 
care, cauſing the gonners to provide tubbs and halfe 
butts, with water and vinegar, as order 'is, with 
all other proviſions, that is accuſtomed to make, 
as well s things of the ſhipp,' with bonnetts, old 
ſailes, and wett clothes, cloakes, and mantells, 
tor quenching of wild fire, whiche hathe byne 
uſed to caſte upon it.

Don Diego Pimitello, borne at Valladolid, 
Generall of the forces of Sicily, brother to the 
Marquis of Tebodora, of the age of 29 yeares, 
faith ;—He is a Knight of the order of St. oy or 
and ſaith, moreover, that the ——— of Sicily 
is of 32 companies, whereof the fifteene of foote, 
old ſouldiours That the ſaid 32 companies were 
all in this armye; That theie parted from the 
river of Liſborne the 30 of May, with 145 ſaile, 
whereof 110 were menn of warr, and go of them 
verie greate z—— That the ſhipp, wherein he came, 
is a galleaſs of Portugal, of 700 tons; — He faith, 
they came out, with intention to join with the 
D. of Patma, and with him to caſt themſelves 
uppon England, and there, to take ſſome ſtrong 
place, and afterwards to ſett all his forces on 
land; — He faith, that at the entrie of the Chan- 
nell, one of their greateſt ſhips loſt itſalt, and was 
taken, the captain whereof was Don Pedro de Val- 
dez; He ſaith, in this armie, there were 20,000 
Spanyards, and 12,000 mariners, and others, ſo as

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everie daie, they receved allowance for 32, ooo 
men ;—He ſaith, the flower of the nobility of 
Spayn was there, as of Dukes, Contes, Marquiſes, 
Barons, and- Gentlemen ;—Moreover, that the 
_ Generall, the D. Medina, vill not depart from hence, 
till he have accompliſhed. the charge, which the King 
hath geven him; — Hle ſaith, the armye was pro- 
vided of all ſortes, for 6 months, when they ſett 
forthe, out of Liſbon, and that his ſhip did carry 
32 pieces of braſſe;— He ſaith, that when they 
counted the Engliſh fleet, the laſt time, they 
found it of 130 ſayle; — He ſaith, that 2 months 
before they came from Liſbon, the ſpeache did 
run, that the Qzot England' was to make a peace 
with the-D. of Parma, and that there, theie had 
hope it would be made ;—He faith, that on Mun- 
daye, theie ſtrayed from the armie, and that theie 
left it complete and full, and that thie had loft 
but three ſhipps;—He faith, that the King ſpend- 
eth, in this armie, dailye, 12,000 piſtolets, and 
that in the flote, there are 16 millions of du- 
cates.

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The SUBSTAUNCE of certain Maryners 
Report, touching the SrAxIsRH FLEET. 
Auguſt, 88. 


Certain mariners of this countrie, to the num- 
ber of 19, which have hene in the Spanyſh fleete, 
ever fince they firſt putt to ſea, and are nowe fledd 
awaie from them, having made ſailes, for their 
cockboats, with their ſhirtes, do reporte and ſay; 
That all the fleete, being 1 50 ſaile, did ſett forth 
out of Liſborne, the 2oth May, and commyng 
neere England, were driven back again, by con- 
trary winds; That, in all the whole number of 
them was, but 20,000 men, whereof 10,000 
good ſoldiers, the reſt common men; That theie 
were victualled for 3 months, and, for any great 
ſickneſſe, there was none, as it was reported, n 
did land any more ſick perſons at the Groyne, 
than 300, from whence. they putt to ſea, the 22d 
July, flilo>vetere, and came to the Landes Ende, 
by the 28 of the ſame, and till they came over 
againſt Plimuth, they met with no man, where 
40 of Her Matys ſhippes did ſkirmiſh with wy 
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and one galeaſſe was taken, another ſett on fire: 
by reaſon the captaine falling into a rage with the 
gunner, and threatening to kill him, if he ſhot no 
righter ; the gunner caſt fire into the powder bar- 
rels, and threwe himſelf overboard : In this ſhipp, 
theie ſay, was the treaſure, and 5 enfigns of Spa- 
niards. . After this againe, at Portland, and the 
Iſle of Wight, her Ma'ty's navie ſett upon them, 
but no great hurte done ; but betweene Cales and 
the Blacknes, moſt furiouſlie, where a greate 
galeaſs was taken, and three other great ſhipps, 
with 1000 men, a piece ; ſunk downe. right, about 
the Goodwines, beſides another Italian ſhip, which 
they take to be ſunk alſo, becauſe they made 
ſigns for helpe, but none made towards them ; 
That there, about Cales, theie were forced to cut 
| their cabels, by the ſhips of fire, which came 
upon them, out of her Matys fleete, and foe, from 
thence, fledd awaie with all ſpeede ; That they 
were driven thus, above Duokirke and there, 
about Blanekenburgh, one of their greate ſhippes 
was grounded, on the Wheelings, and taken by 
them of Fluſhing, wherein were 500 Spaniards, of 
whome 150 are come to Roterodam,, the reſt c 
overboard ; That before their fight, about Cales, 
which was on the Sundaye, the D. of Parma ſent 
them word, he would aſſiſt them, the next daie; 
but for that he kept not promiſe, theie generallie 
crie out againſt him. That on the Satterday, he 
did what he could, to imbarque his men, but it 
would not be, notwithſtanding that with his own 
handes, he did kill ſome ſouldiers and captaynes ; 
That, in all, theie had not above 300 horſe, and 

ome 
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ſome mules, for carriage of their field ordinance; 
That, generallie, the Engliſhmen have greatlie 
endamaged them, with ordinance; and that in 
the fleete, they did ſee, through the port holes, 
an Italian ſhip, all full of blood, which yet main. 
teined the fight, in her ranke, 3 hours after; That 
one of Her Majeſty's ſhips, valiantlie paſſed 
through them, to charge the Admirall, who fledd 
away, and, as theie ſay, doth ſeeme to be won- 
derfully diſmaied and diſcouraged; That when 
theie left them, and fled awaie, theie were as high 
as Walcheren, yet about 100 ſaile, but uncertain 
what courſe to take, or where to turn in, for re- 
lief; for into Spaine theie dare not returne, be- 
cauſe at their coming out, they were all threatened 
hanging, if they conquered not England, and that 
theie had brought great fore of halters to hang up 
all Engliſhmen ; But, they think, they will round 
about Scotland; That Her Mitys navie followed 
them, alwaies hard, and drove them, like a flock 
of ſheepe, but durſt not aboard them, becauſe 
they are ſo high built, ſo as 40 of ours were 
- troubled, to take one of their greateſt armadas, at 
the laſt fight, on Mondaie ; That, as they think, 
they ſhould have landed, about the Ile of Wight; 
That, 3 days and 3 nights, after they came upon 
the coaſt of England, they did hull, without failes, 
minding to come to Dunkerke, upon the ſpring 
tiers ; That they have greate neede of maryners, 
eſpecially of pilots, for that ſhip which came on 
ground, upon the wheelings, had but one pilot, 
and he was of Fluſhing ; That when they ſett 


forth, out of Liſborne, there were certein — 
4 aſſes 
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afſes in their companye, but they came not with 
them, from the Groyne; That a greate Britayn 
| ſhippe was alſo taken, or ſunk, by the Engliſh. 

In ſumme, theie confeſs, the D. Medina ro be 
wonderfully. amazed, and to ſtagger, which way

I will not trouble you, with anie longe letter ; 
we are, at this preſent, otherwiſe occupied, then 
with writinge. Uppon Fridaie, at Plimouthe, I 
receaved intelligence, that there were greate 
number of — deſcried, of the Lizarde, where- 
upon, although the winde was verie ſkante, we 
firſte warped out of harbour, that nighte, and 
uppon Saterdaie, turned oute reine, harde by, the 
winde beinge at ſouthe weſte, and aboute 3 of 
the clock, in thefafternoon, deſcried the Spaniſhe 
fleete, and we did what we could to worke for the 
wind, which, by this morning, we had recovered, 
deſcrying theire fleet to confiſte of 160 ſaile, 


whereof theire are 4 gallaſſes, and many ſhips of 
greate burthen. At nine of the clock, we gave 


them feighte, which continewed until one. In the 
feighte, we made ſome of them to beare downe, 
to ſtop their leake, notwithſtandinge we durſte not 
adventure to put in amongite them, theire fleete 
beinge ſoe ſtronge. But there ſhall nothinge be 
eather neglected or unhaſarded, that may worke 


their overthrowe. |

things as well as myſelf. 


We mett with this fleet, ſomewhat to the 
weſtward of Plymouth, upon Sondaye, in the 
morning, being the 21ſt of Julye, when we had 
ſome ſmall fight with the enemy, in'the afternoon, 
By the coming aborde, one of the other of the 
Spaniards, a great ſhipe, de Biſcane, ſpent his 
foremaſt and bowſprite, which was left, by the fleet, 
in the ſea, and ſo taken up by S'. Francis Drake,

The ſame Sondaye ther was, by a fyer 


chauncing by a barell of powder, a great Biſcane 
"IEA ſpoyled 
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ſpoyled and abandoned, which my 'Lord took up 
and ſent awaye. | 


The Tueſday following, athwarte of Port- 
land, we had a ſharpe and long fight with them, 
whearein we ſpent a great parte of our powder 
and ſhott, ſo as it was not thought good to deal 
with them, any more, till that was releved. 


The Thurſday following, by the occaſion of the 
ſchateringe of one of the greate ſhipps from the 
fleet, which we have hoped to have cut off, ther 
grew a hot fraye, wherein ſome ſtore of powder was 
ſpent, and after that, litell done, till we came near 
to Callis, wheare the fleete of Spaine anckered, 
and our fleet by them; and becauſe they ſhould 
not be in peace ther, to refreſh ther water, or to 
have conference with thoſe of the Duke of Par- 
ma's partie, my Lord Admirall, with fyring of 
ſhips, determined to remove them, as he did, and 
put them to the ſeas; in which hroil, the cheife 
galliaſſe ſpoiled her rother, and ſo rowed a ſhore, 
near the town of Callis, wheare ſhe was poſſeſſed 
of by our men, but ſo aground, as ſhe could nor 
be brought away, FS?! 


That morning, being Mondaye, the 29th of 
July, we followed the Spaniards, all that day, had 
with them a long and great fight, wherein there 
was great yalure ſhewed, generally, of our com- 
pany. In this battle, there was ſpent very much 
of our powder and ſhott. And ſoe the wind be- 
gan to grow welterlye, a freſh gale, and the Spa-

Auguſte now cometh in, and this coſt 
will ſpend ground tackle, cordage, canvas, and 
victuall, all which ſhould be ſent to Dover in good 
plenty. With theſe thinges, and God's bleſſing, 
our Kingdome may be ſerved, which being neg- 
lected, great hazard may come. I write to your 
Lordlbipe, bryeflye, and playnlye. Your wiſdom 
and experience is great; but this is a matter, far 
paſſing all that hath been ſeen, in our time, or 
long before. And ſo praying to God, for a happy 
deliverance, from the malicious and dangerous 
practiſe of our enemies, I humblie take my leave.

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LETTER from Sn. WILLIAM WyNTER to 
Sn.

1ſt of Auguſt, 1588, 


Maie it pleaſe your Honnor, upon Satturdaie, 
the 27 of Julye, our Admerall, the Lord Henry 
Seymour, being with his fleet, in the morninge, 
as highe up as betwene Dongenes and Folſtone, 

attending the comeing of the armyes, we there 
ſpake with divers ſhips, that came from the weſt, 
who ſaide, they ſawe none of the armyes; Weh 
put us in hope (our victualling being within 
three days of expiring) that we might beare into 
the Downes, to ſee that the victualls were come, 
and to take in the ſame, and to be in a redynes 
to do ſervice, But we had not been ſcarcely there 
half an hower, the wind being at S. S. W. but 
we receved a line, from the Lord Admerall, by a 

ynnace, declaring unto us, what we ſhould do; 
and forthwith we made fail, and gate out, not 
haveinge any time to releve ourſelves with victualls, 
and bare over with the Frenche coaſte, whether 
we did ſee the fleete to drawe, and by that tyme 
we coulde retorn over, which was about 7 o'clock 


in the afternoon, the Spaniſh armye was anchored 
to 
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to the eaſtward of Scales, very round and neare 
together, not far from the ſhoare, our armye not 
being paſte a myle and a half behind them, (whom 
it had recoered with my ſhipps) did alſo caſt 
anchor, thwarte of Challys Clives ; and imediate- 
lie, ſoe ſoone as my Lord Admiral's ſhip was come 
to an anchor, his Lordſhip ſent his pinnace aborde 
my ſhip, for me, and a meſſenger in the ſame, 
comanndeinge me to come aborde his Lordſhip, 
which I did; and having viewed myſelfe the great 
hugeneſs of the Spaniſh armye, and did confider, 
that it was not poſſible to remove them, but by a a 
deviſe of firinge of ſhippes, which would make 
them to leefe the only roade, which was apt and 
meteſt to ſerve their purpoſe, as alſo an occaſion, 
to put many of them in danger of fireinge, and 
at the leaſte, to make them to leafe theire cables 
and anchors, which could not be leſſe than two 
for every ſhip; I thought it meete to acquainte 
my Lord, with all, at my cominge to him, at that 
tyme, which was about 9 of the clocke at nighte ; 
and his Lordſhip did like very well of it, and 
ſaide, the nexte day, his Lordſhip would call a 
counſell, and put the ſame in practice. And his 
Lordſhip and J were reaſoning of this matter, in 
his Lordſhip's cabin, there did drive with the 
tyde, aborde my Lordſhip, Her Ma ties ſhip the 
Beare, and three others, who were all tangled to- 
gether, ſo as there was ſome hurt done, by break- 
inge of yardes, and ſpoile of tackle ; but a great 
favour of God ſhewed, that it had not made a 
deſtruction of many of our ſhipps. Upon Son- 
daye, beinge the 28* daye, my Lord put out his 
flage of councell, early in the morninge, the 
mm 2 armyes 
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armyes bothe rideing ſtill ; and after the aſſemblye 
of the counſell, it was concluded, that the prac- 
tice, for the fireinge of ſhipps, ſhoulde be pute in 
execution, the night followeinge ; and Sir Henry 
Palmer was aſſigned to beare over, preſentlye, in 
a pynnaſe, for Dover, to bring awaye ſuch veſ- 
ſells as were fitt to be fired, and materialls apte 
to take fyer. But, becauſe it was ſcene, after his 
goinge, he could not return that nighte, and oc- 
cafion woulde not be outſtripped, it was thoughte 
meet, that we ſhoulde helpe ourſelves, with ſuch 
ſhipping as we had there, to ſerve that tourne; 
ſo that, about 12 of the clocke, that nighte, fix 
ſhipps were broughte and prepared, with a ſacre 
ſhot ; and goinge in a front, haveinge the winde 
and tyde with them, and theire ordnance being 
chardged, were fyred, and the men that were 
the executers, ſo ſoone as the fyre was made, 
theye did abandon the ſhippes, and entered into 
five boats, that-were appointed for the ſavinge of 
them. This matter did put ſuch terror amounge 
the Spaniſhe armye, that they were fayne to let 
ſlip their cables and anchors, and did worke, as 
it did appeare,. great miſchiefe amonge them, by 
reaſon of the ſoddenneſs of it. We might per- 
ceave, that there were two great fyres, more then 
once, and farre greater and hevyer then any of 
our veſlells, that were fyred, could make. 


The 29th daie, in the breake of the daie, my 
Lord Admerall did beare with them, with all his 
fleet; and his Lordſhip perceived a galliaſſe to 
goe a longe the French ſhore, as nere as ſhe 


mighte poſſible, ſtryveinge to recover Callys, 
AGA | which 
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which could not uſe no more, but her ſoreſayle 
and oars ; that ſuch veſſell, my Lord did order to 
be followed with ſmall veſſels and boats, which 
did force her to come agrounde, upon the barre 
of Challys Heaven (the tide being half ſpent ;) 
eate fighte was made there, between our men 
and them; and one Will“ Cox, maſter of a barke 
of myne, called the Delight, did firſt boarde her, 
who, ſince that time, is flayne; and ſome others, in 
boats and ſmall pynaces, did very valiantly behave 
themſelves, which was the better done, by reaſon 
that my Lord Admerall did ſtaye, of and on, with 
ſome good ſhips with him, to gyve comforte and 
countenance to our men; but after his Lordſhip 
perceived, that our men had quietlie poſſeſt her 
(as we might judge of it) then His Lordſhip, 
with ſuche as were with him, did beare rome, 
after the Spaniſh fleete, the wynde being at the 
S. S. W., and the Spaniſh fleet bearing awaye 
N. N. E, makeinge into the depthe of the Chan- 
nell. And about ꝗ of the clocke, in the morning, 
we feal nere unto, they being then thwarte of 
Gravelinge, they went into a P portion of a half 
moone ; there Admerall and Vice Admerall, they 
went in the middſt, and the greateſt nomber of 
them, and there went on eche fide, in the winge, 
theire galliafſes, armoidoes of Portingall, and 
other good ſhipps, in the hole, to the nomber of 
16 in a winge, which did ſeme to be of their prin- 
cipal ſhipping. My fortune was, to make choice 

to chardge theire ſtarbord wynge, without ſhotin 
of any ordinary, until we come within fix-and- 
twenty of them, and ſome of our ſhipps did fol- 
low me. The ſaide wynge found themſelves, as 
| it 
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it did appeare, to be ſo chardged, as by makinge 
haſte to run into the bodye of there fleet, ſome of 
them did entangle themſelves, one aborde the 
other; one of them recovered himſelfe, and fo 
crowded himſelf among the fleete; the reſte, how 
they were beaten, I will leave it. to the reporte 
of ſome of the Spaniards, that lept into the ſeas, 
and taken up, and are now in the cuſtody of ſome 
of our fleet. The fighte continewed from g of 
the clock, until 6 of the clock at nighte, in the 
which time, the Spaniſh army bare away N. N. E., 
as muche as they coulde, keeping companye, one 
with another, I aſſure your Honour, in very g 

order. Great was the ſpile and harme that was 
done unto them, no doubte. I deliver it unto 
your Honour, upon the credit of a poore gent", 
that out of my Nip, there was ſhotte 500 ſhotte, 
of demi-cannon culyeryn, and demi-culveryn; and, 
when I was furtheſt of, in diſchardgeing any of the 
peces, I was not out of the ſhotte of their garbuſes, 
and moſte tymes, within ſpeache, one of another, 
and ſurely, everie manne did well; andasIhaveſayde, 
no doubte, the ſlaughter and hurte they receved was 
great, as time will diſcover it. And when every 
man was wery with labour, and our cartiges ſpent, 
and munitions waſted, I think, in ſome altogether, 
we ceaſed, and followed the enemy; and the bear- 
inge hence, - ſtill in the courſe, as I have ſaide, 
before the 3oth daye, the winde continowed at 
W. N. N. very much wind; and about 3 or 4 of 
. the clock, in the aſternoone, my Lord Admirall 
ſhotte of a warneing pece, and put out a Hlagge of 
counſel, to the which, myſelfe, I was not able to 
go, by reaſon of a hurte, that I have received in 


my hippe, by the reverſinge of one of our demi- 
cannons 
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cannons, in the fighte; but after the counſel was 
ended, my Lord Admerall ſente aborde me, a 
gentleman of his, bothe to ſee how I did, as alſo 
to tell me, that my Lord Seymour had order to 
repaire back agayne, to guarde the Thames 
mouthe, from any attempt that might be made 
by the Duke of Parma, and that I was to attend 
s > him, and all the reſt that were of his former 
charge ; 'and that we ſhould beare awaye, in the 
twilight, as the enemy mighte not ſee our depar- 
tynge. And foe obeying the commandment, 
which was brought unto me, by Sir Henry Palmer, 
Sir John Hawkins, Mr, Fenton, Mr. Beeſton, and 
Mr. Baker, and likewiſe advertiſed to me from 
my Lord Henry Seymour, and by my Nephew 
John Wynter, whom I did ſend aborde, being my 
levetenant, to the counſel, to know what order 
ſhould betaken (all agreeing with the meſſage de- 
livered unto me, by my Lord Admerall's ſervaunt)

And about one of the clock, we came 
and ankered in Harwich. So that here, I have de- 
clared unto you, as I do knowe of that which hath 
happened, from my cominge lately into my Lord 
Admirall's company, until this preſent time.

Firſt, When that I departed from my Lord 
Admirall, as aforeſayde, which was in the bottom

It were very neceſſary, that victualls were 
provided, munitions, powder, ſhotte, muche 
leade, and canvas, to make cartraweges, which 1s 
greatlye waſted, were likewiſe made ready to be 
ſente, to furniſhe the wants, and eſpecially of 
ſuch as be good; for I dare aſſure your Honnor, 
if you had ſeen that which I have ſeen, of the 
ſimple ſervice that hathe beene done by the mer- 
chante and coaſt ſhippes, you would have ſaide, 
that we had byne little holpen by them, other- 
wiſe then, that they did make a ſhew.

Sir Henry Palmer embarked himſelf, in one 
of thoſe boats, and departed from Dover, on 
Sonday night laſt, about 12 of the clock. Before 
Sir Harry Palmer's coming to my Lord Admi- 

rall, there was an attempt made, by other veſſels, 
for the fyrynge of the Spaniſh fleete, by which 
meanes, the fleete was removed from the roades, 
before Callys, and ſoe are paſſed towards the 
North Seas, and all Her Majeſtie's navy, in _ 
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of them ; and I hope, in the Almightie God, he 
will gyve good ſucceſse to our navy. 


The Porteſmen deſerve commendagon, for 
willinge reddineſs, for within one daye, after they 
receyved letters from me, with your Honour's let- 
ter, they ſend 30 boates into this harbour.

Moſt Honorable, 


The armye of Spayne, I thinke, certainlye, 
to be putt eyther into Norwaye or Denmarke; 
there are dyverſe cauſes, which moveth me, ſo to 
thinke. The firſte, we underſtood, by dyvers 
priſoners, which we have taken, that generally, 
through all their hoole fleet, there was no one 
ſhipp free of ſycke people. Secondlye, their 
ſhippes, maſts, ſayls, and ropes, were very muche 
decayed and ſpoyled, by our great ſhott. Third- 
lye, at Calais, by fyre, we forced them to cut 
manye of their cables, wherebye they loſt manye 
of their anchors, which, of neceſlitye, they muſt 
ſeke to ſupplye. Further, yf they had had none 
of theſe former great cauſes of diſtreſs, yet the 
wynds and ſtorm, with the wynd weſterly, as it 
was, hath forced them theither ; and I aſſure my- 
ſelf, that whenſover Her Mattie ſhall heare of 
their arryvall, in anye of theſe Coaſts, that Her 
Highnes 
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Highnes ſhall be advertiſed, bothe of theire great 
diſtreſſe, and of no ſmall loſſe amongſt them; 
for I aſſure your Honour, Her Mæty's good ſhipps 
felt much of that ſtorme, and loſt many of their 
boates and pynaces, with ſome anchors and cables 
yet were we faire by our own ſhore, and the wynde 
ryght off the land, ſome amongſt us will not lett 
to ſaye, that they are in Scotland. I cannot think 
ſoe, for that .we had noe wynd, wherebye they 
were able to recover any parte of the mayne land 
of Scotland, without it were ſome of the our iſles, 
which are no meet places to releve theire ſo many 
greate wants. Norwaye, or the out iſles of Scot- 
land, can releve them, but with water and a few 
cows, or bad beef, and ſome ſmall quantitie of 
goats and hens, which is to them as nothing; 
and yet theſe bad reliefs are to be had but in few 
places, and their roads dangerous. - 


Th' onely thing which is to be lookt for is, 
that if they ſhould goe to the Kinge of Denmarke, 
and there have his friendſhipp and helpe, for all 
their reliefs, none can better helpe their wantes, 
in all theſe partes, than he; for that he is a 
prynce of a great ſhipping, and can beſt ſupply 
his wants, which nowe the Duke of Medina Se- 
donya ſtandeth in neede of, as great anchors, 
cables, maſts, ropes, and victuals, and what the 
King of Spaynes whole crowns will do, in cold 
countries, for maryners and men, I leaye to your 
good Lordſhip, which can beſt judge thereof, 
We left a pynace of Her Maty's, the Adviſe, 
and a fine carvell of my own, to attend the fleete 
of Spayne, when we left them; but what is be- 
come 
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come of them, that greate ſtorme, or whether 
they may be ſtayed, in any other countrye, as they 
maye, I know not. My poor opynion is, that it 
were moſt meete to ſend a good ſhipp, and ſome 
fine barke, with ſome verie ſufficient perſon, to 
deal effeCtually, from Her Maty, with the Kinge 
of Denmarke, as he ſhall fynde the cauſe to re- 
quyre ; and to fend the trew report back, with 
all ſpeed poſſible, that they may be the better 

revented : for no doubt, but that which they 
are able to do, they will preſentlye putt it in exe- 
cuſhon, the wynter will overtake them elſe, in 
theſe . partes. If they ſtay in the ſound, this 
wynter, I hope manye of the Spanyards will ſeeke 
Spayn by lande. The Prynce of Parma, I take 
him to be as a bear, robbed of her whelps, and 
no doubt, but being ſo great a ſoldier, as he is, 
that he will preſentlye, if he may, undertake ſome 
great matter, for his reſte will ſtande now there- 
uppon, It is for certayne, that the Duke of Se- 
donia ſtandeth ſomewhat jelous of him, and the 
Spanyards begyn to hate hym, theire honor be- 
ing toucht ſo neere, manye of their lives ſpent. I 
aſſure your honor, not ſo little, as five thouſand 
men leſſe, than when firſt we ſaw them nere Ply- 
mouth, dyvers of their ſhipps ſunke and taken, 
and they have nothing to ſaye, for themſelves, in 
excuſe, but that they came to the place apoynted, 
which was at Callais, and there ſtayed the Duke 
of Parma's comyng, above 24 hours, yea, and 
until they were fyred thence. So this is my poor 
conclufion, if we may recover near Dunkerke, 
this night, or tomorrow mornynge, ſo as their
